Robert Phillips, of Madison county, 
shot and killed himself at the county 
jail here late today—the second suicide 
growing out of the recent murder of 
Probate Judge W. T. Lawler. ° 

The sheriff left a note saying he had 
been suspected of the murder, assert- 
ing his innocence, and declaring he 
had been “fooled,”” and could not 
“stand the strain.” ° § ~— 

Sheriff Phillips had been known as 
e political friend to D. D. Overton, for 
whom a’ warrant has been issued in 
connection .with the Lawler murder, 
and it was said by the sheriff's friends 
tonight that worry over criticism be- 


cause he had not arrested Overton had 
caused the suicide .2 ~ © > * ee ? 


Surprise te Officials: - 

That’ the sheriff should have 
thought himself suspected of the Law- 
ler murder, however, was said by ‘his 
friends to ‘bé as great a surprise as 
that caused. here Wednesday when 
Shelby 8S. Pleasants, a local attorney, 
was found shot to death in his office, 
leaving a note saying he killed him- 
self because he was suspected of mur- 
dering Judge Lawler. Acting Solicitor 
Tate, in charge of a special grand jury 
investigation, declared no officials had 
suspected Pleasants, who was a repub- 
lican, and had not. taken part in a bit- 
ler primary in which Lawler defeated 
Uverton for the democratic nomination 
tor probate judge. 

Sheriff Phillips recently issued a 
statement replying to criticism  be- 
cause Overton had not been arrested, 
and saying he was doing all in his 
power to apprehend him. Later, when 
a $1,000 reward was offered for Over- 
ton, the sheriff asserted neither he nor 
his deputies would share in it if they 
~ teagae Overton, which, he reiterated, 
they were making ever 
The sheriff's friends dni ty Bvo 
worrying much over. the aftair, and 
today especially appeared to be under 
a high nervous strain. He. went into 
a cell in the rear of the jail today and 
a few minutes later Walter Craft 
aller, and a deputy sheriff hurried 

ack on hearing a shot. They found 
Phillips shot through the head with 
a note and a pistol lying nearby. 

Note Addressed to Wife. 

The note which was delivered to Cor- 
oner Poole was addressed to the dead 
man’s wife. In it the sheriff said he 
and his son, Marcus, went last week 
to the vicinity of the place where 
Judge Lawler’s body was found to serve 
a summons, and that this had caused 
him to be suspected of the murder. 

“It is more than I can stand to live 
under this,” the note continued. “The 
man I thought a gentleman has fooled 
me. I don’t want the stain on my 
children. I can't stand to be accused 
of such a crime.” 

The note then said: “I liked Judge 
Lawler, even though I worked against 
him, and I was tooled.” Mention of

The Fifth regiment now needs but 
79 men, providing these new men are 
properly distributed among the low 
companies, to bring it up to the min- 
imum peace strength required under 
the order from Washington for mobil- 
ization, according to figures given out 
by the hospital corps detachment of 
the regiment last night. 

According to these figures, compiled 
after 10 o’clock last night, the Fifth 
had six companies recruited up to or 
above the minimum strength of 65 men. 
This is just half the number of the 
companies in the regiment, and there 
remain six companies yet to be re- 
cruited to their minimum strength. The 
men around the armory last night 
were optimistic regarding the outlook 
of approximating the necessary fig- 
ures, if not actually reaching them, 
today. Saturday afternoon being a half 
holiday, it is believed will see a ma- 
terial increase in the numbers re- 
cruited. 

Needs of Companies. 

In order that those desiring to re- 
cruit may so dispose themselves among 
the companies to the best numerical 
advantage of the entire regiment, it 
is pointed out that the following com- 
panies need the following numbers of 
men to bring them to their required 
minimum strength: 

Company B needs 8 men; company C, 
4; company D, 16; company I, 14; com- 
pany K, 14; company M, 23. 

The number of recruits examined 
Friday for the Fifth regiment was 
101 men. Of this number, 76 were ac- 
cepted and 25 were rejected. 

It is regarded as certain that the 


entire regiment will be ready for or-! 


ders by Monday morning, which is the 
day set for final movement of troops 
under mobilization order of Adjutant 
General Nash last Monday. 

The other Atlanta organizations 
are also gradually recruiting to the 
necessary numbers. The Atlanta artil- 
lery, or battery B, last night had 56 
men, and needed 40 more. The cavalry 
troop showed improvement also. 

Fifth Behind in Recruiting. 

The Fifth regiment is admittedly 

behind the other military organizations 


of the state in recruiting, for the rea- 


son that the recruiting of twelve full 
companies from one city constitutes a 
tremendous undertaking. 

The second regiment is now recruited 
to its mimimum of 65 men to the com- 
pany, with the exception of one com- 


pany, which is located at Milledge- | 


ville. Many of the other companies 


have more than the minimum, some of. 


them having more than 140 men al- 
ready enlisted. 

Four of these companies are already 
in camp, and two will be ordered to 
camp today. 

The cavalry troops of the state are 
ready. but according to information in 
the office of the adjutant gerieral, have 


no mounts available yet. These are ex- | 


pected to be forthcoming very soon.

Washington, June 23.—While the 
war department was telegraphing or- 
ders over the country today, bearing a 
call for haste in the mobilization of the 
national guard, congress took vigorous 
and far-reaching action in the Mexican 
crisis. The secretary of war cast aside 
red tape and authorized that all state 
soldiers be rushed to the border at the 
earliest possible moment. The ‘ouse, 
by a vote of 332 to 2, authorized the 
president to draft into-the service of 
the United States all guardsmen who 
subscribe to the new oath for that 
service. 7 
ENTIRE GUARD 
FOR FUNSTON. 

The entire army of 100,000 men sum- 
moned by President Wilson’s call will 
be placed directly at General Fun- 
ston’s disposal and tonight militiamen 
are straining every nerve to prepare 
their forces for duty. 

The resolution adopted in the house 
declares that an emergency calling for 
the use of troops in addition to regu- 
lars now exists. In effect, the meas- 
ure gives legislative approval of Pres- 
ident Wilson’s call on state soldiers, 
and provides for their use in or out 
of the United States. It also fur- 
nishes new machinery with which to 
hasten the strengthening of the bor- 
der guard.

from Genera! Pershing tonight. 

General Pershing’s message stated 
that seven survivors in all, including 
those who arrived last night, have 
reached the main column.

B CAPITAL SHIPS 
FAVORED FOR NAVY 


Four Super-Dreadnaughts 
and Four Battle Cruisers 
Rcommended by the Sen- 
ate Committee—Five-Year 
Building Program Favored. 


Washington, June 23.—Construction 
of four super-dreadnaughts and four 
battle cruisers in 1917 was determined 
upon today by the senate naval sub- 
committee as an amendment to the 
house bill, after a conference with Sec- 
retary Daniels and Rear Admirals Tay- 
lor and Blue. The subcommittee also 
determined to recommend an increase 
in the enlisted strength of the navy 
immediately to 74,700 men, an addition 
of 20,700. 

The five-year building program rec- 
ommended by the general board of the 
navy also will be recommended by the 
subcommittee and the president will 
be authorized to increase the enlisted 
strength of the navy to 87,000 men in 
time of emergency. 

The recommendations will be _ re- 
ported to the whole committee next 
Wednesday. 

Acceptable to Wilson. 

The authorization for eight capital 
ships, which was approved as part of a 
five-year construction policy similar 
to that drafted by the navy general 
board, is understood to be acceptable 
to the administration as meeting Pres- 
ident Wilson's request for an enlarge- 
ment of the building program now car- 
ried by the pending naval bill. As it 
passed the house, the measure pro- 
vides for five battle cruisers and no 
dreadnaughts and contains no author- 
ization for a continuing policy. 

The personnel increase approved by 
,the house was only 11,000, bringing 
the total enlisted strength to 65,000. In 
addition to providing for a _ peace 
Strength of 74,700, the senate subcom- 
mittee decided, on the recommendation 
of Secretary Daniels, to insert in the 
bill a section under which the presi- 
dent could recruit the navy up to 87,000 
in an emergency. 

Other Amendments. 

Other amendments agreed on include 
appropriations of $600,000 for construc- 
tion of a floating crane at the Mare Is- 
land navy yard and $1,085,000 to extend 
the drydock in the Charleston, S. C., 
navy yard for accommodation of deep 
draught vessels; a provision under 
which oficers of the line above the 
rank of captain would be chosen on 
the basis of selection instead of senior- 
ity; and a stipulation that the total 
number of commissioned officers ex- 
clusive of warrant oficers shall be 4 
per cent of the total enlisted strength 
of the active list authorized by law. 

Yesterday the subcommittee, com- 
posed of Senators Tilman, Swanson and 
Lodge, agreed tentatively on three 
super-dreadnaughts for 1917 and added 
another on the advice given today by 
Secretary Daniels and the naval chiefs 
of construction and navigation. The 
part played by dreadnaughts in the re- 
cent naval battle off Jutland is said to 
have been cited by the department of- 
ficials to support their position. 

Increaske in Marine Corps. 


Provision also will be made in the 
‘subcommittee report, which will be 
‘submitted to the full commtitee Wed- 
| nesday, for an increase in the marine 
,; corps to keep it on the basig of 20 per 
cent of the enlisted streng@h of the 
navy. This would enlarge the corps 
from the present 9,000 to approximate- 
ly 15,000 and in an emergency to 17,000 
men. 

The house appropriations of $3,500,000 
for aeronautics and $6,000,000 for con- 
struction of building ways in navy yards 
are retained, as is the house provision 
for bonuses to builders for prompt con- 
| struction. The house appropriation of 
$11,245,925 for ammunition is increased 
to $18,873,500. 


MILITIA ALLOWED

House in Giving Authority 
to President Declares That 
Emergency for Such Ac- 
tion Exists. 


Washington, June 23.—Legislative 
approval of President Wilson's use of 
the national guard in the Mexican 
crisis was voted almost unanimously 
by the house today in adopting a reso- 
lution declaring the existence of an 
emergency and giving the president a 
free hand to draft as federal soldiers 
all guardsmen willing to take the re- 
quired oaths. The senate is expected 
to concur tomorrow. 

A million dollars would be appro- 
priated by the resolution to aid de- 
pendent families of the guardsmen so 
drafted. Distribution of the fund would 
be left to the war department, with 
the restriction that no family should 
receive more than $50 a month. 

Only two representatives, Huddle- 
stone, democrat, of Alabama, and Lon- 
don, socialist, of New York, voted 
against the resolution. During the de- 
bate preceding its adoption several re- 
publicans attacked the administration's 
Mexican policy and insisted that Pres- 
ident Wilson should have informed 
congress of the emergency instead of 
expecting it to act on its own initiative. 
No one attempted to deny, however, 
that an emergency had arisen, and Re-

Cannon and others declared that, in 
reality, a state of war existed. 

Chairman Hay, of the military com- 
mittee, author of the resolution, told 
the house that it was presented by the 
administration as a measure necessary 
in the present situation, and not as a 
declaration that a state of war existed 
or was to be contemplated. 

To Draft Whenever Necessary. 

As introduced, the resolution merely 
authorized the president to draft 
guardsmen “whenever in his opinion 
an emergency exists which demands 
the use of troops in addition to the 
regular army.” The amendment mak- 


j ing it declare that, in the opinion of 


congress, such an emergency now has 
arisen was offered by Representative 
Hay himself, and was adopted unani- 
mously. After consultation with Mr. 
Mann, Mr. Hay also changed the lan- 
guage of the resolution so that the 
period of service for which guardsmen 
could be drafted would be limited to 
three years. 

A provision for relief of guardsmen’s 
families had been prepared by Chair- 
man Hay as a separate bill. fter the 
resolution was under debate, he de- 
cided to incorporate a relief appropria- 
tion in it, and when the amendment 
was offered it was adopted unani- 
mously. A proposal by Representative 
Gardner to extend similar aid to fami- 
lies of the reguiar army men was ruled 
out of order. 

As soon as the final vote on the reso- 
lution had been taken it was sent over 
to the senate, where it arrived just as 
adjournment was being taken. It was 
referred to the military committee with 
the announcement that unanimous con- 
sent would be asked to consider it to- 
morrow. 

A proposal to authorize the president 
to draft members of the naval militia 
in time of emergency also was intro- 
duced in the house today. It was at- 
tached to a naval militia pay bill sub- 
mitted by Chairman Padgett, of the 
naval committee, and would give au- 
thority for enrollment of naval milia- 
men as “national naval volunteers, 
whenever the president should see fit 
to call on them. 

The refusal of more than a hundred 
members of the national guard of Tex- 
as, Arizona and New Mexico to enter 


the federal service in response to the 
president's call found an echo during 


the debate today, Representative Gard- 
ner announcing he would offer a reso- 
lution for congressiona] investigation, 
and Chairman Hay declaring he would 
do everything possible to see that such 
a proposal, if fatroduced, was promptly 
reported by the military committee. 
Later Mr. Gardner did introduce a res- 
olution and it went to the committee. 


State of War, Says Mana. 


Representative Mann declared that 
a state of war with Mexico already 
existed to all intents and purposes and 
expressed the opinion that the regular 
troops were not carrying out the pur- 
pose for which they were sent into 
Mexico. He said, however, that he did 
not see how they could be withdrawn 
under the present situation, and if they 
were to stay the military strength of 
the country necessarily must be in- 
creased. 

Representative Butler, of Pennsyl- 
vania, republican, urged that the presi- 
dent should advise congress of his 
reasons for determining that an emer- 
gency existed. = 

“I know what this resolution means, 
he said, in an impassioned speech. “I 
know that this resolution’s passage 
means the destruction of human lives 
and property and perhaps a war for 
some years to come. I am willing to 
take my share of this responsibility, 
but I believe the president should ad- 
vise congress now.” 

“I think we are declaring war here,” 
declared Representative Madden, Illi- 
nois. 

Mr. Hay replicd that the president 
would be required to come back to con- 
gress if a declaration of war was 
deemed necessary. “This resolution does 
not contemplate a declaration of war 
or a declaration that a state of war 
exists,” he added. nee 

Representative Chiperfield,  Lllinois, 
an officer in the Illinois national guard, 
argued that the term of service of the 
national guardsmen in the federal ser- 
vice should not be indefinite. The reso- 
lution provides that the men shall serve 
for the period of the emergency unless 
sooner discharged. 

An amendment by Representative 
Chiperfield, Illinois, providing that 
when the national guardsmen are dis- 
charged after the emergency ceases, 
they shall resume their former nation- 
al guard organization status, was 
adopted without objection. One agreed 
upon by Representatives Mann and 
Hay provided that the national guard 
drafted should serve for the period of 
the emergency, “not exceeding three 
years,” unless sooner discharged. 

The text of the Hay resolution, as 
adopted, follows: 

“Resolved, by the senate and house 
of representatives of the United States 
of America, in congress assembled, that 
in the opinion of the congress of the 
United States an emergency now exists 
which demands the use of troops in ad- 
dition to the regular army of the 
United States, and that the president 
be, and he hereby is, authorized to draft 


into the military service of the United , 


States, under the provisions of section 
11 of the national defense act, ap- 
proved June 3, 1916, so far as the pro- 
visions of said section may be appli- 
cable and not inconsistent with the 
terms hereof, any or all members of 
the national guard, and of the organiz- 
ed militia of the several states, terri- 
tories and the District of Columbia and 
any and all members of the national 
guard and organized militia reserves 
to serve for the period of the emer- 
gency not exceeding three years, un- 


less sooner discharged. 


“Sec. 2. The sum of $1,000,000 is 
hereby appropriated out of any money 
in the treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated to be expended under direction 
of the secretary of war and under such 
rules and regulations as he may pre- 
scribe for the purpose of maintaining 
at a cost of not more than $50 a month 
the family of each enlisted man of the 
national guard called or drafted into 
the service of the United States until 
his discharge therefrom, which family 
during the term of service of said en- 
listed man has no other income except 
his pay adequate for the support of 
said remgyece and the word family shall 
include wife, dependent mother, fath- 
ers and sisters, as well as brothers 
under the age of 14 years. 

“The provisions of section 112 of the 
national defense act of June 3, 1916, 
shall be applicable to any officer or 
enlisted man drafted into the service 
of the United States pursuant to sec- 
tion one of this joint resolution. 

“Provided, that all persons so draft- 
ed shall from the date of their draft

are located at Albany, Barnesville, 
Americus, Monroe and Jackson. The 
twelfth company of the Second regi- 
ment, located at Milledgeville, is said 
not yet ¢o be recruited to full minimum 
strength. In event this strength is 
reached by that company today it may 
also be ordered to Macon. 

When other detachments will be sent 
to the mobilization camp depends 
largely upon the rapidity with which 
they are recruited to a minimum peace 
strength. Although the war depart- 
ment has issued orders to the depart- 
mental commanders that militia or- 
ganizations may ‘be dispatched direct- 
ly to the border without waiting for 
the completion of mobilization, it did 
not appear at a late hour last night 
that the Georgia organizations will be 
under orders to proceed to the border 
before mobilization is completed. 

According to Adjutant General J. 
Van Holt Nash, the Washington order 
means, in so far as Georgia is con- 
cerned, that General Leonard Wood, 
commander of the department of the 
east, with headquarters at New York, 
in which department Georgia is geo- 
graphically located, has received or- 
ders to send Georgia militia organiza- 
tions directly to the border as soon 
as they have ‘heen properly recruited 
and have been mustered into the fed- 
eral service. These conditions have not 
yet been complied with by the Georgia 
organizations, and they are, therefore, 
still under the orders of Adjutant Gen- 
eral J. Van Holt Nash. 

Up to Peace Strength. 

Practically all the Georgia organiza- 
tions have been recruited to minimum 
peace strength, with the exception of 
the Atlanta organizations, but no 
Georgia organization has yet been 
mustered into the federal service. It 
will be necessary for them to be mus- 
tered in by an officer of the United 
States army. As yet no such officer 


has reported in Georgia for this pur- 
pose. The orders issued in Washing- 
ton, therefore, cannot yet affect the 
Georgia troops, and they are still act- 
ing under the first order to mobilize 
at Macon. 

The adjutant general's office in At- 
lanta had last night received no fur- 
ther orders from Washington. 


ATHENS PLANNING TO RAISE 
REGIMENT OF VOLUNTEERS 

Athens, Ga., June «3.—(Special.)—In 
case of a call for volunteers, or pos- 
sibly before, Athens and this section 
will raise a full regiment of nearly one 
thousand men, most of whom will have 
had military training.

CARRANZA SEEKS 
PEACEFUL SOLUTION. 


New indications came today that 
Carranza and his advisers, impressed 
by the arguments of European repre- 
sentatives or the ominous significance 
of the preparations for war ordered 
by President Wilson were searching 
for a peaceful solution of the dispute 
they have raised. Eliseo Arredondo, 
Mexican ambassador designate, made 
the rounds of the Latin-American em- 
hbassies and legations with assurances 
from his government that Mexican 
troops had no aggressive purpose 
against the American columns and 
would attack only if the Americans 
were on the offensive. His advices, 
however, did not say what would be 
regarded as offensive operations. In 
this connection it was noted that the 
state department has as yet obtained 
no confirmation through Special Agent 
Rodgers of reports that Carranza him- 
self directed General Trevino to notify 
General Pershing that any movement 
of his troops except toward the border 
would be resisted. General Pershineg’s 
report on the warning from Trevino 
was transmitted to Mexico City some 
days ago. 

Mr. Arredondo was assured by the 
diplomats on whom he calhed that their 
governments earnestly hoped peace 
would be preserved between the United 
States and Mexico. Those he saw in- 
cluded Ambassador Naon, of Argentina, 
who came here today from his summer 
home in Massachusetts to inquire into 
the Mexican situation. 


NO ARBITRATION 
FOR UNITED STATES. 


If the Mexican representative's pur- 
pose was to initiate some steps toward 
an offer of mediation, it had not borne 
fruit tonight. Secretary Lansing said 
no suggestion that the dispute be sub- 
mitted to arbitration had come from 
any quarter. It had been understood 
that the secretary’s communication to 
the Latin-American diplomats yester- 
day outlining the critica) situation and 
declaring that the United States had 
no desire to intervene in Mexican af- 
fairs served to forestall any meédiation 
Proposals, although Mr. Lansing dis- 
claims any such object. 

It is known that administration of- 
ficials do not regard the present situa- 
tion as containing saythine open to 
settlement by arbitration. The presi- 
dent’s sole purpose, according to re- 
(peated official declarations, is to pro- 
tect American lives and roperty on 
the border. Failure of the de facto 
officials to fulfill their obligations in 
this respect has compelled the invasion 
of Mexican soil in order that an ef- 
fective defense of the border might be 
set up. The work has been carried 
out, they contend, with scrupulous re- 
gard for the rights and interests of the 
Mexican government and people and 
operations have been directed only 
against the lawless bands harrying the 
border and which the Mexican govern- 
ment was either unwilling or unable 
to check. 


CARRANZA WANTS 
TO AVOID WAR. 


Private teelgrams from Mexico City 
reaching various interested persons, 
continue to indicate that General Car- 
ranza and the circle of his immediate 
advisers are very desirous of finding 
a way to avoid war with the United 
States. They are said to have been 
convinced by the recent happenings 
not only of the sincerity of the Wash- 
ington administration’s attitude as 
publicly announced, but also of the 
stern punpose of President Wilson to 
use whatever force may be necessary 
to carry out his policy. 

These same Mexico City observers, 
however, noted indications that the 
military commanders in northern Mex- 
ico are not entirely under General Car- 
ranza’s control. It has ‘been an open 
secret for some time that the allegiance 
of part of the army, at least, was to 
be counted on only when the orders 
it received were to its liking. The 
private messages express fear that ac- 
tions of the commanders may force the 
situation, whatever General Carranza 
may wish to do. 

Under Secretary Baker’s order to- 
day, arrangements for the prompt dis- 
patch of national guard organizations 
to the border will be made between 
General Funston and the commanders 
of the various departments without 
reference to Washington. As soon as 
a regiment, troop or batterv is sworn 
iy and its equinment completed, Gen- 
eral Funston will be notified and he 
will designate the point on the ‘border 
to which it will be sent. Formation of 
provisional brigades or other tactical 
units will be worked out later. 


STATEMENT 
BY BAKER. 


The secretary announced the order In 
the following statement: 

‘Tt is the intention of the depari- 
ment to send all of the state militia 
which has been called out to the bor- 
der as soon as it is ready and fit to go. 
That is to say, as soon after it has 
been assembled at the various state 
mobilization camps and can be inspect- 
ed, equipped, mustered into service and 
otherwise prepared for dispatch. The 
militia so sent will be distributed by 
General Funston along the border.” 

The resolution adopted in the house 
will facilitate this movement. It au- 
thorizes the consolidation of incom- 
plete units of the guard so that they 
they can be sent forward without wait- 
ing to be recruited up to the required 
strength. Additional companies would 
be raised and sent forward later to 
fill the vacancies in any regiment or 
battalion created ‘by combining two 
or more companies that failed to show 
the required minimum strength when 
first mobilized. 

With this authority war department 
officials believe it will be possible to 
hasten many organizations to the front, 
which otherwise would have been com- 
pelled to wait at the mobilization 
camps until additional men could be 
recruited. Recruiting will go on at the 
camps and the new drafts follow after 
the organization.

Guaymas, Topolobampo and other west 
coast ports. She will return immedi- 
ately to pick up additional refugees 
sheltered aboard the warships station- 
ed at the various ports. 

Several navy vessels and a commer- 
cial liner are due at Vera Cruz with- 
in the next few days to pick up Ameri- 
cans now aboard the battleship Ne- 
braska and others arriving from the 
interior. The colony in Mexico City 
now numbers less than-250 and these 
will be sent out tomorrow or Sunday, 
according to both Mexican and state 
department advices. 

ther ships are nearing Tampico to 
take off refugees there and commercial 
vessels of all kinds are bringing Ameri- 
cans from whatever ports they touch. 
Present indications are that few Ameri- 
cans will remain in Mexico within a 
week and that such as do will stay 
there by their own choice, not for lack 
of transportation. 


REFUGEE AMERICANS : 
FILLING VERA CRUZ. 


Vera Cruz, June 23.—Vera Cruz is 
filled with refugee Americans await- 
ing opportunity to sail for the United 
States. hy train arriving here 
bring from fifty to one hundred men, 
women and children who expect to em- 
bark on transports, but as yet no 
steamer has arrived. Many are quar- 
tered on board the battleship Nebraska 
awaiting transfer to the first available 
steamship bound for the United States. 

Tonight a special train of ten box 
cars carrying from 500 to 600 refugees 
is expected here. As all available 
rooming space now is occupied, many 
of these persons will be compelled to 
walk the streets unless it is possible 
for them to be carried to the battle- 
ship. Special launches are being run 
to the Nebraska at intervals of two 
hours and during the forenoon today 
these have been crowded. 

Consul Canada said today that it 
was unlikely that a transport could 
reach here before Jume 28 and that 
the problem of taking care of the 
many Americans arriving daily was be- 
coming a serious one. 

As Americans were ordered by diplo- 
matic and consular agents more than a 
week ago to seek coast ports, there is 
much complaint among the refugees 
over the delay in the arriva] of vessels 
to transport them. 

Up to this time no acts of violence 
or interruption of the movements of 
Americans on the part of the Mexican 
people or the Mexican government 
have been reported. Everywhere the 
order of General Carranza not to mo- 
lest those seeking to leave the coun- 
try has been scrupulously obeved. 

Tonight a special train of eight box 
cars, carrying Americans and their 
baggage, arrived here after being on 
the road for nearly thirty-six hours. 
Aside from the discomforts of the trip 
the travelers experienced no difficul- 
ties along the line. The train spent 
last night at the summit of the chain 
of mountains west of Vera Cruz for 
safety’s sake. 

Consul Canada today advised the 
state department of trouble at Del Car- 
men, a port on the east coast of Mexico 
between Coatzacoalcos (Puerto Mexico) 
and Frontera, and in response to his 
call the gunboat Wheeling was sent to 
Del Carmen. The Wheeling took off 
between 30 and 40 Americans. All 
Americans at Puerto Mexico were or- 
dered to board ships in the harbor to-

CONFERENCE URGED 
TO PREVENT WAR. 


New York, June 23.—A movement to 
call a conference of American and 
Mexican citizens at El Paso in an 
effort to avert war with Mexico was 
announced today by the American 
Union Against Militarism. 

The union’s executive committee, 
after an all-night session, sent tele- 
jzrams to William J. Bryan, David Starr 
Jordan and Frank P. Walsh, of Kansas 
City, urging them to proceed at once 
to El Paso, and offering to defray 
their expenses, which, it was stated, 
would be met iby a fund to be raised 
“by voluntary contributions from 
Americans and Mexicans alike.” 

Similar telegrams were sent to Dr. 
Atl, editor of a Mexico City weekly; 
Luis Manuei Rojas, director of the 
national library at Mexico City, and 
Modesto C. Rolland, a Mexican engineer 
in New York. No date was set for the 
suggested meeting. The purposes of 
the union, it is stated, are not only to 
delay hostilities, but to promote media- 
tion and relieve the situation along the 
border. 

It was announced that telegrams 
had been sent also to the ambassadors 
of the A, B. C. powers urging them to 
press for mediation and to endeavor to 
influence General Carranza against 
war.

FOR THE MEXICANS 


Allies Getting Entire Out- 
put of Japan’s Munitions 
Plants—Jap Foreign Min- 
ister Hopes War May Be 
Avoided. 


Tokio, June 23.—“Of course, any 
claim that the Japanese government 
will assist Mexicans with munitions 
and arms is out of the question and 
absurd,” said Baron Ishii, foreign min- 
ister, to a correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press, who asked him today for 
his views on the Mexican situation. 
Declarations attributed to Mexicans 
were that assurances had been received 
from Japan that munitions and other 
assistance would be given to Mexico 
in event of war with the United States, 

“As for private Japanese companies 
selling arms to Mexicans,” the foreign 
minister continued, “I consider it ex- 
tremely improbable. As you know, all 
available rifles and guns are being 
furnished to Japan’s allies to assist in 
bringing the European war to a suc- 
cessful issue. And, I fancy, though I 
do not know, that muunitions not 
available for our allies may have found 
their way to China during the revo- 
lutionary troubles. 

Hopes War Will Be Avoided. 

“Let me say this with ali the em- 
phasis and earnestness at my com- 
mand,” said the minister. “The Japa- 
nese nation sincerely hopes that arm- 
ed conflict between the United States 
and Mexico may be avoided. Japan's 
interest in America, North, Central 
and South, being essentially pacific and 
commercial, aly event bringing dis- 
turbances into the American market 
would be felt keenly in’ Japan. This 
is especially true at a moment when 
the whole HKuropean trade is virtually 
closed to Japan and the Chinese mar- 
ket is seriously upset.’’ 

Baron Ishii expressed surprise when 
the correspondent referred to General 
Ramon Iturbe, a representative of Gen- 
eral Carranza, who was reported sev- 
eral weeks ago to be on his way to 
Japan on a secret mission. 

The baron declared he never had 
heard of General Iturbe or his pro- 
jected visit. He explained that he re- 
garded the Carranza government as 
the de facto government of Mexico 
and that the usual relations with Gen- 
eral Carranza were being maintained. 

Japan’s interest in Mexico, he said, 
were in charge of Secretary Ohta, 
from whom he had received no ad- 
vices in regard to the present situa- 
tion. 

General Manuel Romero, recently 
appointed minister to Japan by Gen- 
eral Carranza, has reached this coun- 
Vtry, but has not had an audience with 
the emperor. Any idea that the Japa- 
nese government was interfering in 
the Mexican situation, he declared, was 
as absurd as the idea that munitions 
were being supplied. 

No Arms for Mexico. 

The Mitsui company informed a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press to- 
day that it recently received inquiries 
from the Mexican government as to 
whether it could supply munitions and 
arms. The company replied that it 
was physically impossible, as it had 
more orders than it could fill for the 
allies of Japan. 

The Mitsui, Takada and Okura, three 
large companies exporting arms, form- 
ed a joint munition corporation be- 
fore the war to purchase munitions 
from the government arsenal, which is 
the only establishment of the kind 
in Japan. 

M. C. Tellez, the Mexican charge, as- 
sterted emphatically today that the 
Mexican government had ordered no 
arms and munitions in Japan and that 
no negotiations for such supplies were 
under way. 

The last Mexican transaction in Ja- 
pan, he continued, was made between 
General Huerta and the Mitsui com- 
pany in 1913. It called for thirty thou- 
sand rifles. Only 7,000 were delivered 
and the remainder were sold to Rus- 
sia.

RUSSIANS GAIN 
IN BUKOWINA. 


The Russians have advanced farther 
into Bukowina in pursuit of General 
Pflanzer’s forces, but farther north, 
in east Galicia and Volhynia, their 
progress apparently has been arrested 
by the violent attacks and counter at- 
tacks of the Teutonic allies. Advances 
for the German and Austrian forces 
west and southwest of Lutsk in Vol- 
hynia and the repulse of Russian coun- 
ter attacks on the Stokhod and Styr 
rivers, in the same region, and along 
the Galician frontier in the Vicinity 
of Brody are chronicled in the Ber- 
lin and Vienna communications. 

French aeroplanes have bombed 
German stations and cantonments in 
the Verdun region and Austrian sea- 
Planes have attacked Venice, dropping 
bombs on Forts Nicolo and Aberoni 
the gas works and the arsenal. 

In Mesopotamia, Constantinople 
claims to have checked the Russiar 
advance toward the Masopotamian 
plains and to have driven the Rus- 
Sians out of Paitak pass, on the Per- 
Sian frontier, through which they at- 
tempted to enter Mesopotamia. 


RUSSIANS DASHING 
FOR CARPATHIANS. 


London, June 23.—Tonight’s Russian 
ofticial communication shows that the 
Russians are overrunning Bukowina 
and are making a dash for the (ar- 
pathian mountains, as they did 18 
months ago when they reached Kirl- 
ubaba Pass, overlooking Austrian 
Transylvania. A report from Bucharest 
Says the Russians have seized two 
railways leading from Rumania into 
Bukowina. 

Lhe information that the Germans 
and Austrians are bringing up rein- 
forcements from the krench and 
Italian fronts aiso iS given in the 
communication trom Petrograd. Ac. 
cording to speculations in Paris, the 
tornado of artillery fire on the Verdun 
sector and the attacks in CHampagne 
are supposed to mask the transfer of 
troops trom this front to the Russian 
front, in view of the necessity of stem- 
ming the Russian advance toward 
Kovel. 

By forced marches the Russians have 
reached the extreme south of Bukowina 
and at Kuty on the north and Gura- 
humora on the south have approached

pathian mountains. A good road runs 
from Gurahumora iby way of Kimpo- 
lung and Dorna Watra to _ Bistritz, 
Hungary, offering the Russian guerril- 
las an excellent opening into their 
enemy’s country. 

The Russians thus far have crossed 
four rivers—the Dniester, Pruth, Sereth 
and Suczava. Two days sufficed to 
caver the 15 miles ‘between the Sereth 
and Suczava. The objective 
Russians was Radautz, where the Aus- 
triuns ‘were expected to offer stub- 
born resistance, owing to the fact that 
river forms a natural 
line. But it appears that the Austrians 
failed to make any serious stand here. 

Radautz is five miles southwest of 
the important railway junction of 
Handikfalva, close to the Rumanian 
frontier, which also is in Russian 
hands. Virtually. the entire railway 
system of Bukowina now is in posses- 
sion of the Russians. 


FRENCH ADMIT 
LOSS OF TRENCHES. 


Paris, June 23.—In fierce fighting in 
the region northeast of Verdun the 
Germans today carried French first 
line trenches between Hills 821 and 
$20, and also the Thiaumont works, ac- 
cording to the French official communi- 
cation issued tonight. The Germans 
also drove their attack to as far as

Attacks with heavy ef- 
fectives followed each other with ex- 
treme stubbornness, notwithstanding 
the enormous losses which our curtain 
of fire and mitrailleuse fire inflicted on 
the enemy. 

“Between Hill 321 and Hill 320, after 
scveral unsuccessful attacks, the Ger- 
mans succeeded in carrying our first 
line trenches and the Thiaumont works. 

“A powerful German attack, which 
had reached as far as the village of 
Fleury, was repulsed by a violent coun- 
ter-attack. 

“Attacks airected on the woods of 
Vaux, Chapitre, Fumin and Chenvbis, 
and on the Damloup battery were 
broken by our fire and completely re- 
pulsed. 

“In the Woevre the artillery fighting 
was rather violent in the sector of Mou- 
lainvirle.

Each one of these attacks was 
either checked by our curtain of fire 
or repulsed with hand grenades. Some 
groups of the enemy which at the 
third endeavor had succeeded in pene- 
trating one of our advanced positions 
west of Mont Tetu were immediately 
expelled at the point of the bayonet. 
Ten prisoners were taken by us. Dur- 
ing the night several surprise attacks 
against small French posts northeast 
of Butte de Mesnil were repulsed. 

“On the left bank of the River Meuse 
the Germans have renewed their ef- 
forts in the region of Hill 304. Two 
attacks with hand grenades were 
checked by the fire of our machine 
guns. During the night there was 
spirited rifle firing in the Avocourt 
wood and at Dead Man Hill. There 
was also an intense bombardment in 
the sectors of Esnes and Chattancourt. 

“On the right bank of the river 
there was considerable activity on the 
part of the artillery along our entire 
front from the Meuse as “ar as Mou- 
lainville. This was particularly no- 
ticeable in the region west and south 
of Fort Vaux. Here the enemy used 
to a considerable extent shells which 
produced a gas irritating to the eyes.

FRENCH REPULSED, 
GERMANS REPORT. 


Berlin, June 23.—(Via London.)—The 
repulse of three attacks by the French 
against the trenches recently taken by 
the Germans west of Fort Vaux north- 
east of Verdun, was announced today 
by army headquarters. 

The text of today’s statement deal- 
ing with operations on the western 
front follows: 

“East of Ypres an attempted enemy 
attack failed. * 

“As a result of our patrol incursion 
near Lihons and Assigny and near the 
village of Maison de Champagne, 
northwest of Massiges, some dozens of 
prisoners were brought in and several 
machine guns captured. F 

“Three attacks by the French against 
trenches we had taken west of Fort 
Vaux were repelled. Here since the 
21st of June we have taken 24 officers 
and 400 men prisoner. 

“Yesterday arlsruhe and Mulheim 
in Baden and Treves were attacked by 
enemy airmen. We have to deplore a 
number of victims among the civilian 
population. Miiltary damage worthy 
of mention could not be inflicted upon 
any of the places mentioned and none 
was inflicted. The attackers lost four 
machines. One was obliged to Janda 
on its return at Fourney, near Nieder- 
bach and another near Lembach. 
Among the occupants of the machines 
who were made prisoner were two 
Englishmen. The other two machines 
were brought down in aerlal engage- 
ments. 

“Lieutenant Hoehndorf brought down 
his sixth opponent. Enemy airmen also 
were shot down yesterday, one in the 
region of Ypres, east of Hulluch (the 
fifth brought down by Lieutenant 
Mulcer) and others near Lancon, south 
of Grand Pre, near Merxheim, east of 
Dubweiler and southwest of Sennheim, 
so that the enemy lost in all nine ma- 
chines. as 

“Our aerial squadron attacked mili- 
tarv establishments and shelters east 
and southeast of Verdun. 


MORE PROGRESS 
FOR RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, June 23.-—-(Via London.) 
The Russian forces which are cutting 
their way through Bukowina in an ef- 
fort to capture the Austrian army 
there have made further advances. The 
war office today announced the cap- 
ture of three villages west of Radaulz, 
80 miles south of Czernowitz, the oc- 
cupation of which was reported yester- 
day. Fight hundred prisoners were 
taken. 

The villages near Radautz captured 
by the Russians are Gurahumora, 
Straizia and Saraech. The RuSsians also 
have taken Visnitz, near Kuty. Efforts 
of the Germans to advance along the 
northern sector met with no success, 
the announcement says. It follows: 

“In several sectors south of Dvinsk 
the Germans, after artillery prepara- 
tion, endeavored to assume the offen- 
sive. They were unsuccessful every- 
where. 

“Over all the front occupied by the 
army of General Brussiloff and espe- 
cially at Radzivolov, the enemy con- 
tinues to receive reinforcements from 
the French and Italian fronts. 

“Our offensive in Bukowina contin- 
ued. We occupied the villages of 
Gurahumora, Straizia and Saraech, west 
of Radautz and Visnitz, near Kuty.

Copies of Complaint 
In Condemnation Suit 
Ready to Be Served 


After working six days a week since 
May 27, a force of ten men in the 
office of the clerk of the federal courts 
yesterday completed the preparation 
of copies of the complaint in the case 
of the United States against the Pfister 
& Vogel Land company et al., for 
service, the job proving the biggest 
one of its kind ever handled in the 
history of the federal court in Atlanta. 

The suit ig in the nature of an action 
to condemn 18,494.65 acres of land in 
Fannin, Lumpkin and Union counties. 

Closely-written, the complaint con- 
tains 257 sheéts of legal paper. These 
first were multigraphed, and it was 
the greatest multigraphing job, it is 
said, ever done in connection with any 
case in Georgia. There being a total 
of 640 defendants to the action, upon 
whom separate service must be made, 
each sheet had to be multigraphed 640 
times, with a few additional for office 
use. Then came the task of aseem- 
bling the total of 164.480 sheets of 
multigraphed matter, consecutively and 
in order, for binding. This was done 
in the big circuit courtroom, which all 
of this week has been strewn with the 
piles of legalcap. 

The case was originally filed April 
13, and the order of service signed hy 
Judge Newman May 27, when the pre- 
paring of the copies was begun un- 
der the direction of Deputy Clerk Rob- 
ert Q. Fuller, and today the 640 copies 
will be turned over to the United States 
marshal for service. The serving of 
the copies itself will be a big piece of 
work, but, with the marshal’s large 
force of deputies on the job, will be 
quickly done.

YTH WEATHER OF WEEK 


Other Dixie States Bewail 
Unseasonable Weather, But 
Georgia Farmers Smile. 


Approaching cloudiness is expect- 
ed to reduce the temperature today, 
according to the report issued last 
night from the weather bureau. 
Showers have ocourred in south and 
central Georgia, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi and Tennessee. Large amounts 
were reported at Macon, Montezu- 
ma, Butler and other Georgia points. 


Rainfall is also expected in At- 
lanta at an early moment. 


Weather conditions prevailing in the 
state for the past week have borne bet- 
ter crop results in Georgia than any 
state in the cotton belt, according to 


a report issued from the United States 
department of agriculture weather bu- 
reau at Washington. 

Normal sunshine with abundant 
moisture are reported to have formed 
ideal crop-growing conditions, which 
culminated in noticeable progress in 
corn harvesting, sweet potato growing 
and marketing of vegetables. 

Peach and melop shipments, however, 
are reported to be progressing slowly, 
although the crops are abundant. In 
most of the other cotton belt states 
frequent rains or continued aridness 
have interfered with crop development. 

The report on Georgia follows: 

Normal sunshine, abundant 
moisture and moderate tempera-~ 
tures were almost ideal conditions 
for growing crops, but rain is still 
needed in immediate coast districts. 

Corn and cotton continue to grow 

rapidly, and corn is being laid by 

in the southern portion. Sweet po- 
tatoes are — well, and grass 
is making good headway. pee yt 

bles in market are abundant and e) 

good quality. Shipments of peaches 

and melons continue slowly. Crops 
are getting somewhat grassy in 
places.

Frequent rains interfered with oe 
harvesting of wheat and alfalfa ane 
potato crops in Oklahoma, aitnoue: 
wheat has attained a better growth 
than was expected. Oats continue poor, 
and the temperatures are reported too 
cool for the steady growth of cotton. 

Heavy local rains retarded crop move= 
ments in Alabama. Rains interfered 
with cultivation, it was reported, and 
fields have become grassy. Sweet po- 
tatoes, beans, tomatoes and gardens, 
however, are improving. 

Widespread complaints were made in 
Mississippi of the grassy crops that 
sprang up due to gag * showers, at the 
opening of the week. astures, though, 
are good. The boll weevil was present 
in liberally scattered sections. 

Wet weather retarded cultivation 
during the week in Arkansas, with the 
nights remaining too cool for the an- 
ticipated progress of cotton. Truck and 
fruit crops are in good condition, as 
are pasture growths. 

The complaint against grassy fields 
was again expressed in South and 
North Carolina. Heavy rains interrupt- 
ed work on crops in southern North 
Carolina, until it is almost at a stand- 
still. Pastures are in splendid shape, 
with corn anti truck lands improving. 

Much needed work on corn and cot- 
ton field has been prevented by heavy 
rainfall in Tennessee. Oats are being 
eut. The crop, however. is light. Clover 
and hay crops, although good, have 
been prevented from being cut by bad 
weather. 

Showers that fell early in the week in 
Louisiana benefited all crops. But 
more rain is needed for the cultivation 
of rice in the south central sections, 
The boll weevil is widely present in the 
northwestern section. Garden truck is 
maturing and yielding well. 

Too much rain was réported in small 
areas of Florida, and, in the lowlands, 
rain interfered greatly with the cot- 
*on growth. Cantaloupes, melons, and 
truck products are being shipped in 
large quantities.

Southern Railway Plans to Aid 
Farmers of the South * 
Market Crops. 


Details of a new plan for aiding in 
the agricultural upbuilding of the 
south through a special organization 
of farm products agents and market 
agents who will give their entire time 
to assisting farmers and producers in 
finding markets for their products 
were worked out at a meeting of the 
freight traffic officers and heads of 
the agricultural department of the 
Southern Railway company and af- 
filiated lines held in the Southern’s 
office building Friday morning. 

A farm products agency is to be 
substituted for the market agency at 
‘Atlanta, with Roland Turntr, now 
agricultural agent at Birmingham, as 
chief farm products agent, with head- 
quarters at Atlanta. The present agri- 
cultural field agents, ten in number, 
will be appointed farm products 
agents, reporting to Mr. Turner. This 
new department will work in close 
co-operation with the market agencies 
ef the Southern and associated lines 
at Washington, cincinnati and 5BSt. 
Louis, Information as to markets, in- 
cluding quantities, varieties and packs 
different markets and as 
to freight rates and facilities will be 
compiled and promulgated to producers 
through the farm products agency or 
‘direct, as circumstances may require, 
and especial attention is to be given 
to aiding small producers to consoli- 
date their producis and market co- 
‘operatively. 

The reorganization, which has been 
made by President Fairfax Harrison, 
with the view of strengthening the 
@gricultural service of the Southern 
and associated companies, will become 
effective July 1. in connection with 
the change, announcement is made 
that T. O. Plunkett will continue as 


‘farm demonstration agent, with head- 


quarters at Atlanta for emergency 
work all over the system, especially 
‘In localities where his expert advice

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Youth Is Eager 
To Fight Mexics 


Hall County Man Wants 
Uncle Sam to “Protect” 
His Bond While He Does 
Battle for His Country. 


At liberty under $1.000 bond, charged 
with the misuse of postoffice funds, 
and awaiting trial at Athens next No- 
vember before the United States district 
court, W. P. Gillespie, a young former 
merchant of Murray, Hall county, 
wants to enlist, go south and fight 
Mexicans, and wants the government 
to “protect” his bond in event of his 
failure to return in time for his trial. 

Friends were in conference with the 
United States marshal and Hooper Al- 
exander, United States district attor- 
ney, with this arrangement in view, 
Thursday. Whether or not the plan 
will “work,” Mr. Alexander advised 
them, rests with the authorities at 
Washington, and, acting upon that ad- 
vice, and with r. Alexander’s recom- 
mendations, counsel for the young 
man wrote a letter to Thomas M. Bell, 
representative in,» congress from the 
ninth district, Georgia, requesting him 
tu take the matter up with the post- 
Office department and the United 
States attorney general. 

So far as legal authorities here know 
the case is unique, and, therefore, in 
deciding it those with whom the de- 
cision of it rests will have no prece- 
dent by which to be guided. 

Gillespie, who is about 23 years old, 
prior to about a year ago was proprie- 
tor of a small store at Murray, and 
was also postmaster, with his post- 
office in a corner of his store. In 
some manner, it is charged, the postal 
and his personal funds became entan- 
) Hee together, with the result that a 

iscrepancy was found in his govern- 
ment accounts, and the Ostmaster 
was charged with embezzlement. 

To escape arrest, it is said, Gil- 
lespie fled ¥o a relative’s home in Okla- 
homa. Christmas came, with it the 
yearning for the Yule log and the old 
Hall county fireside, and the young 
fugitive came home for the holidays, 
and while here Was arrested by Dep- 
uty United States ‘Marshal J. R. Brock. 

The alleged culprit’s grandfathers 
and other relatives fought in the con- 
federacy, his lineage is said to be 
without a flaw and his family one of 
the first in point of respect in Hall 
county. Gillespie himself always bore 
a good reputation, it is said for him, 
and is looked upon as being in no- 
wise a criminal at heart. 

He was placed under $1,000 bond and 
his trial set for next November. He 
says now that war seems imminent 
in Mexico, and his country and the 
Murray contingent of the national] 
guard needs him, he is anxious to 
enlist in the militia of his old home 
town and go to the front. Before 
doing so, however, he wants to be 
sure that in case he can’t return to 
Stand trial at the appointed time his 
case will not be injured by that fact, 
nor his bondsmen be made to suffer.

“I have the very highest respect for 
Judge Hills’ ability and knowledge,” 
said the recorder Friday, “but I shall 
continue to impose fines until the su- 
preme court declares I must not. My 
course in this respect was taken after 
consultation with the city attorney.” 

Judge Hill, in passing on the habeas 
corpus, said that when he was a mem- 
ber of the state court of appeals that 
court had always upheld section 1,489, 
but that he was satisfied the new state 
law knocked it out. ©

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MR. HUGHES MUST ANSWER. 


Another very pertinent question which 
Republican Candidate Charles E. Hughes 
will be called upon to answer is*his specific 
attitude toward that portion of the “hyphen- 
ated” element in the United States which 
has hesitated neither at hidden conspiracy 
nor overt act against the neutrality of this 
country. 

The only answer which Mr. Hughes has 
given to questions as to his attitude in this 
respect up to date is the very general state- 
ment that the people of the United States 
would find no cause of complaint with refer- 
ence to the qualities of his Americanism. 

If Candidate Hughes thinks he is to be 
let off with this statement he is very much 
mistaken. There is a class, and a very large 
one, of American voters’ inclined to ally 
themselves under ordinary conditions with 
the republican party, but whose American- 
ism is so intense that they will not permit 
of any half-way measures in dealtng with 
this international hyphenated problem. They 
will demand that Mr. Hughes come out and 
specifically either repudiate or indorse those 
conspiring “hyphenates,” for whose methods 
and principles there can be no such thing as 
American tolerance. 

It is, of course, possible that even in the 
event Candidate Hughes should muster suffi- 
cient courage to repudiate this wholly un- 
American element, it would in great meas- 
ure support him notwithstanding, on account 
of a desire, as The New York: World sug- 
gests, for revenge for President Wilson’s 
pro-American foreign policies. 

While the republican platform, silent 
itself upon the subject, may impel the si- 
lence of Candidate Hughes, such an attitude 
will certainly lose him elsewhere more 
votes than he can hope to gain from the 
“hyphenated” element. Discussing the em- 
phatic declaration for Americanism in the 
democratic platform, which stands out by 
contrast with republican silence, The New 
York Timés says: 


That is the very backbone of Ameri- 
canism. The platform is eternally right in 
declaring that this is “an issue of ipatriot- 
ism,” that it would be defiled by any taint 
of partisanship. It is of vastly greater 
importance that we should be one nation, 
that our politics should permit of no 
admixture of alien motive and interest 
than that any particular man should be 
elected president. Accordingly, the dem- 
ocrats speak for the welfare of the na- 
tion when they “condemn any political 
party which, in view of the activity of 
such conspirators, surrenders its integ- 
rity or modifies its policy.’”’ The repub- 
licans and their candidate are under 
unusual temptation to weakness and 
timidity upon this issue, for the “small 
minority’’ who have engaged in the con- 
spiracy here denounced have committed 
themselves to the support of Mr. Hughes, 
they are for the most part republicans. 
For the general good of the nation, for 
the purity of our politics, we hope they 
will get in that camp the same warning 
to pack up and be off that the democrats 
have given them. 


It remains to be seen whether there is 
enough true Americanism in the “Grand 
Old Party” to accept the challenge. 


THE NAVY READY. 


Regardless of the status of the national 
army with respect to readiness for big 
service such as that which the Mexican 
crisis demanded, the American navy, we are 


told, stands ready for prompt and efficient: 


service in connection with our prospective 
trouble to the south. 

Some three weeks ago Admiral Benson, 
chief of the bureau of operations, reported 
that there had been prepared and approved 
a “thoroughly digested and well developed 
plan of mobilization for the entire fleet in 
the event of war.’’ 

Of course, in connection with the Mexi- 
can dificulty, the navy will have little or 
nothing to cope with except the blockade 
problem. There is no Mexican navy to fight, 
and it will be simply a matter of transport- 
ing troops, blockading ports and seeing to it 
that no munitions or supplies of any kind 
reach the provisional government. 

If General Carranza, in replying to the re- 
cent note of President Wilson’s, should force 
the issue with the United States, it is easy 
to see that the navy would play a very im- 
portant part. It is quite true, however, that 
the work to be done would be very different 


from that which would be involved in a dis- | 


It is this aspect of the problem that congress 
is now considering, and under President 
\Wilson’s urgent recommendation provision 
will undoubtedly be made for a navy to meet 
any pressing needs to which occasion might 
give rise.

Threatened with a shortage of meat, 
there are sections of Europe where Br’er 
Rabbit is expected to come to the rescue. 
“There is an a. ‘rabbit crop,’ says an 
English correspondent, “and it will be well 
taken care of. In this respect the outlook 
for a pretty fair ameat supply is promising.” 

Another phase of Br’er Rabbit coming 
to the rescue is in the recent recommenda- 
tion of Dr. C. W. Stiles of a rabbit diet for 
persons afflicted with pellagra. 

It was expected that the friends of Br’er 
Rabbit would have something to say about 
it, hence the following gentle protest from 
The Indianapolis News: 


“Friend after friend departs. Who 
has not lost a friend’”’ And now we shall 
next be called upon to mourn a friend 
and favorite introduced to us years ago 
by Joel Chandler Harris and made dear 
to us by his many smooth exploits. This 
allusion, of course, can apply to none 
other than Br’er Rabbit, whom Dr. C. W. 
Stiles, a physician of the south, brings 
forward as a stay to the plague of pel- 
lagra, a disease largely prevalent in dis- 
tricts in the south, where there is a mo- 
notony of diet. Dr. Stiles advocates the 
addition of Br’er Rabbit to the bill of fare 
in such districts, a suggestion that can 
but bring to Br’er Rabbit's friends, old as 
well as young, a creepy sono | akin to a 
suggestion of cannibalism. he doctor 
argues that rabbits are easily taken care 
of, are readily procurable, and their meat 
is quite acceptable. It is added that there 
is no reason why his suggestion should 
not be adopted, but the other side, Br’er 
Rabbit’s friends, has not as yet been 
heard from. 


However, pellagra is not so prevalent as 
to make great havoc in Br’er Rabbit’s king- 
dom, and even so, we learn from literature 
that he has been known to do many a good 
turn to “the other creeturs!”’ 


THE ENEMY AT HOME. 


While France is contending with the 
enemy at the war fronts a rather formidable 
enemy-force still remains at home, where 
30,000,000 bottles of absinthe have recently 
been discovered. The journal, Le Cri de 
Paris, tells the story: 


Thirty million bottles of absinthe! 
One may be surprised that there yet re- 
mains so much absinthe in France. It 
appears that the greater number of re- 
tailers formerly bought their absinthe in 
casks. When the question of the inter- 
diction of its sale came up the dealers 
at once began to bottle the absinthe in 
order not to have too large a quantity 
to pour out before the application of the 
law. So it has been that many litres of 
absinthe have been bought by drinkers 
and taken home, where they could con- 
tinue to drink in peace their favorite li- 
quor after the sale was forbidden. And 
20.000,000 bottles are yet in existence! 


That was a phase of preparedness 
against the “dry” day coming which was 
on a far larger scale than the “stocking up” 
process in our own prohibition states. 
While the government may not be greatly 
worried over the presence of this enemy at 
home, it still realizes that harm may come 
of it. 

In the meantime, no absinthe finds its 
way to the fighting front, and a correspond- 
ent states that whenever a wish is expressed 
for it the men are pointed to the work the 
Russian soldiers are doing since they be- 
came accustomed to the elimination of their 
favorite vodka: “We never had better 
fighting men than now,’ is the testimony 
of Russian generals. 

And the men are healthier, and but for 
the bloody business in which they are en- 
gaged, happier, throughout the length and 
breadth of the battle fronts.

“The Jerusalem of Russia’’ 
Retaken in Russian Advance 


Washington, June 23.— (Special.)—DuDno, 
which the have retaken in thetr 
recent offensive against the Austrians on a 
front extending from the Pripet river on the 
north to the Roumanian border on the south, 
is the subject of today’s war geography 
bulletin of the National Geographic society, 
issued from its Washington headquarters, 
which says: 

“Together with Lutsk and Minsk, Dubno 
constituted Russia's second line of defense 
in Poland when the great world war began. 
Then it was a town of 25,000 inhabitants, but 
Since that time the whole region has been 
impoverished and the population doubtless 
diminished by the fluctuating fortunes of the 
armies that have -passed back and forth 
through it. The city is situated on the marshy 
banks of the Ikwa river, which flows in a 
northwesterly direction, making a juncture 
with the Styr twenty miles south of Lutsk 
at Torgovitsy, one of the towns recently re- 
occupied by the Russians. 


Russians 


: Jerusalem of Russia. 

“A lasting blow to Dubno’s prestige as a 
trade center was delivered in 1797, when the 
great ‘Contracts fair., the most important 
Sugar-mart in Russia, was transferred to 
Kiev. In recent times these fairs have not 
Played a role of such prime importance in 
the commercial life of Polish and Russian 
cities as in the days before railroads brought 
towns and suburban sections into constant 
touch with each other. In the last years of 
the eighteenth century, however, the transfer 
of this annual event to the city Known as 
the ‘Jerusalem of Russia’ gave it a tre- 
mendous impetus, at the same time having a 
corresponding detrimental effect on Dubno. 

“Two of Dubno’s netghboring towns are of 
great interest to the student of history. 
Thirty-two miles to the east is Ostrog, where 
the first translation of the Bible into old 


Slay was made and printed tn 1581. Twenty- 


five miles to the south, at Kremenetz. are the 
ruins of a once famous chateau of the beau- 
tiful queen, Bona Sforza, who introduced 
much of the grace and the elegance of her 
native Italy into the court life of the Polish 
king, Sigismund I., but who during the last 
years of her husband's reign earned the de- 
testation of the Poles by her greed and her 
corruption. She was even accused of having 
poisoned her son's wife five days after the 
latter’s coronation as queen. Fate reserved 
for her a similar end. A few years later she 
was poisoned by one of her Italian 

“While the suffering which the 
war has entailed upon the civilians in the 
Dubno district undoubtedly has been severe, 
it is not to be compared with the holocaust 
of horror which broke over this- region in 
the middle of the seventeenth century when 
the Cossack chieftain, Bogdan Chmielnicka, 
incited to rebillion by a Polish neighbor who 
had stolen his hayricks and flogged his in- 
fant son to death, brought about the uprising 
known as the ‘Serfs’ Fury.’ 

A Reign of Anarchy. 

“This reign of anarchy and outrage has 
seldom, if ever, been equaled in world his- 
tory. Most of the manor houses of the cen- 
tury were burned and their owners burned 
or flayed alive, or else sawn asunder. Priests 
were hung before their own altars with a 
follower of a rival religion on one side and 
a despised animal on the other. 

“Ostrog was one of the cities which fell 
before the Cossack hetman’s wrath, and time 
and again the pride of Polish chivalry was 
routed by the followers of the ruthless rebel. 
In 1649 he made a triumphant entry into Kiev, 
clad in cloth of gold and riding on a white 
charger. A Berestecsko, in 16651, he went into 
battle wielding a sword which had lain on 
the holy sepulchre and which had been be- 
stowed upon him by the archbishop of 
Corinth, but here he met with his first defeat. 
Two vears Mter, at Zranta, he was again 
defeated, whereupon he declared his alle- 
giance to the czar, placing the Ukraine under 
Russian protection, thus anticipating the dis- 
memberment of Poland which came more 
than a century later.”

Throws People of El Paso 
and Juarez Into Great Ex- 
citement—Mexican Troops 
Watched the American 
Maneuvers. 


El Paso, Texas, June 23.—Battle prac- 
tice by the brigade of American troops 
on ‘station here threw citizens of El 
Paso and Juarez, already perturbed, 
into great excitement late today. 

Cavalry, infantry and artillery from 
Fort Bliss took part in the maneuvers 
and a number cf motor trucks in the 
city were commandeered for the prac- 
tice, as the khaki-clad line of troops 
in heavy marcning equipment swung, 
shoulder to smnuvuider, through the 
streets. numvrs spread through the 
city that the soidiers were on their 
Way to occupy vuarez. 

Citizens with iiesu gxlasses blackened 
the tops of the hignhe: butiuings, while 
hundreds of persuis, in motor cars and 
atoot, made their way to the Iinterna- 
tional bridges “to watch the troops 
cross.’ 

Rumored Troops Have Crossed. 

Rumors were current also that troops 
alreauy hau crossed the line at Ysleta, 
Texas, 12 miles east, and at other bor- 
der points. 

However, none crossed the frontier. 
The largest body was deployed along 
the river front, immediately south ot 
El Paso, went through a fiela maneuver 
and then returned tu Fort Bliss. Gen- 
eral George Bell, Jr.. commanding the 
El Paso military district, said that the 
parade was merely precautionary prac- 
tice. 

While the American soldiers were 
disposed along the river front several 
detachments of Mexican cavalry watch- 
ed them from the opposite bank. The 
Mexicans appeared calm, but in Juarez 
the wildest excitement followed the 


troop movement on the American side. | 


The remnant of the garrison was 
thrown out for outpost duty and prac- 
tically all of the ‘citizens remained in 
the town, gathered in the plaza. 

Andres Garcia, Mexican consul at 
%1 Paso, who has been spending his 
time in the Mexican town, said over the 
telephone that military officials in 
Juarez generally believed that General 
Bell was preparing to make a night at- 
tack on the Mexican town. 

“If they do attack, we are,ready for 
them,” he said, but declined to explain 
his remark further. 

During the maneuver W. J. Scanlon, 
an emlisted man of battery A, Fifth 
Field artillery, fell from a caisson and 
was killed. 

American Guns 

American guns

Grave apprehension was manifested 
here for the safety of‘the 17 American 
prisoners taken in the engagement, who 
are held by General Trevino probably 
in Chihuahua City. It was pointed out 
that should hostilities result the Mexi- 
cans probably will attempt to carry out 
threats made by subordinate leaders to 
hang the captives. 

Mexicans Heturn to Juarez, 

A few of the troops that evacuated 
Juarez had returned today, and there 
were reports that the redccupation of 
the town by the entire former garrison 
of 4,000 is contemplated. During the 
early morning hours in the Mexican 
town only a few scattering military pa- 
trols were on the. streets. General 
I‘rancisco Gonzales, commandant, and 
Andres Garcia, consul at El Paso, who 
recently has been sleeping on the Mex- 
ican side, rode through the streets on 
horseback, apparently making an in- 
spection tour. Street car traffic across 
the river, which was stopped last night, 
was resumed today.

luck, backed by desperate valor, could 
have extricated Captain Boyd’s men 
from the trap. 

The reports from Mexican faerces 
| placed the number of killed, including 
‘two officers, at from 12 to 40. It is 
‘reported seventeen were taken captive 
into Chihuahua City. 

The accepted percentage of wound- 
ed to those killed in modern warfare 
would place the wounded at from _ 35 
to 40 at the lowest estimate. The 
strength of the two troops, G and K, 
is not known here, but it is estimated 
that they could not exceed 130 men, 
allowing for those sick and on de- 
tached service. With only seven sur- 
vivors reported as arriving at the main 
column, the number of those accounted 
for, me least speculatively, is pitifully 
small. 


FROM JAWS 
OF TRAP. 


The report from General Pershing 
stated that the stories of the survivors 
were confused and did not conform in 
all details with the report made from 
ithe first arrivals from the battlefield.

The fact that men detailed to hold 
the horses reached General Pershing’s 
column also is believed to account in 
a measure for the heavy casualties. 
The command was without wagons, 
stretchers or other means of trans- 
porting the wounded, and the loss of 
the horses may have been a serious 
factor in delaying a retreat, encum- 
bered with wounded men.

CAPT. MOREY DEAD 
OR A PRISONER. 


Field Headquarters, Colonia Dublan, 

Chihavuhua, June 23.—(Via Wireless to 
Columbus, N. M.)—That Captain ‘Morey 
is either dead or a prisoner was the 
conclusion reached here tonight when 
no reports had been received from any 
of three officers who accompanied the 
troops of the Tenth caval engaged 
at Carrizal Wednesday. Mexican re- 
ports said that Captain harles T. 
Boyd and Lieutenant Henry Adair 
were among the dead. Although sixty 
hours have elapsed since the fight, the 
only word of it has been brought to 
General Pershing by nine enlisted 
men, who straggled into camp yester- 
day. 
These men all insisted that General 
Felix Gomez, the Mexican commander, 
and Captain Boyd parleyed, apparent- 
ly reaching an amicable conclusion, 
and that immediately afterwards the 
Americans were led into a trap from 
which the Mexicans opened fire upon 
them: with concealed machine guns. 

None of the stragglers Lonening here 
able to give any information as to the 
fate of the remnant of the eighty-five 
men composing the command. 


Military authorities in El Paso last 
night generally reached the conclusion 
that the officer referred to-as ‘‘Cap- 
tain Moore” and reported to have been 
wounded in the action at Carrizal, was 
Captain Lewis 8S. Morey, of Troop K, 
Tenth cavalry. It was pointed out 
that if he was the only surviving of- 
ficer of the command his wounds may 
have prevented his reporting to Gen- 
eral Pershing immediately. 


PERSHING’S REPORT 
STIRS WASHINGTON. 


Washington, June 23.—General Per- 
shing’s report indicating that the 
American cavalry command engaged at 
Carrizal was the object of a treacherous 
attack by Carranza soldiers and vir- 
tually was wiped out, stirred W'ashing- 
ton tonight with a deeper apprehensior 
than has been aroused by any other de- 
velopment in the series which have 
brought the two countries to the brink 
of war. 

While no official would make a state- 
ment indicating the probable course of 
the United States should the report 
prove true, there were many grim evi- 
dences that tension had been greatly 
increased. 

President Wilson, who had retired be- 
fore the news reached Washingtcn, was 
awakened and talked with Secretary 
Baker over the telephone. . At the war 
department officiais apparently cred- 
ited for the first time the story that 
the Mexican troops had been guilty of 
an act which could lead only to the 
most serious consequences. 

Late tonight the Pershing report told 
of in news dispatches had not reached 
the war department officially. A _ re- 
port was received from the command- 
er in Mexico, however, saying that sev- 
en soldiers who had held the horses for 
the American cavalrymen at Carrizal, 
had ig ne Se into the field base at 
Colonia Dublan and repeatedthe version 
of the incident told of in the message 
from General Pershing received earlier 
in the day. The dispatch tonight, how- 
ever, said that at the time it was writ- 
ten there had been no definite indica- 
tion of the number of the American 
casualties. 

General Scott’s View. 

General Scott, chief-of-staff, in giv- 
ing out the dispatch, emphasized that 
failure to get in touch with survivors 
of the fight could not in itself be 
accepted as indicating that e@ com- 
mand had been annihilated. é point- 
ed out that Carrizal was 60 miles from 
the American base, and that three or 
four days would be only a reasonable 
time for a troop to travel that distance 
,; over the broken country of northern 
Mexico. The clash occurred only two 
days ago.

Officers Greatly Worried. 


Earlier in the day a preliminary re- 
port from General Pershing on the Car- 
rizal fight, based on stories of strag- 
glers, was received. 

Officials are greatly worried over 
the delay in getting news from the 
Surviving officers of the Tenth cav- 
alry detachments which engaged a su- 
perior force of Mexicans. According 
to Mexican official accounts there were 
wbout seventy-six Americans, seveteen 
of whom were taken prisoner. Cap- 
tain Charles T. Boyd, Lieutenant Henry 
R. Adair and ten men are said to have 
been killed. Of the remaining forty- 
seven only a few stragglers reached 
General Pershing’s headquarters yes- 
terday, and today there had been no 
word from the two cavalry troops stnt 
out-to get in touch with the shattered 
command. 

The report, which was taken to the 
white house earlier in the day and 
alierwaras laid before the cabinet, told 
substantially the same story carried 
in border press dispatches last night. 
lt saig the Mexican troops opened fire 
With machine gun after a twenty- 
minutes conference ‘between Captain 
Boyd, of Troop C, Tenth cavalry, com- 
manding the detachment, and General 
Gomez, the Carranza commander at 
Carrizal. 

General Pershing’s Report. 

Secretary Baker's’ statement 
lows: 

“The war department has received 
from General Funston the following, 
transmitted from General Pershing: 

‘Personally questioning troopers 
with reference to the Ahumada affair. 
Two troops, Tenth cavalry, Boyd's 
Troop C and Morey’s K, joined on the 
night of the 20th at Ojo Santo Do- 
mingo, marched to within one mile 
of Carrizal on the 21st, Captain Boyd 
in command, arriving there at 7:30 
a. m. Boyd sent in a Mexican guide 
to ask permission to pass through the 
town. Mexican guide returned with 
refusal from Genéral Gomez. Then 
Gomez sent out note by orderly saying 
that Boyd might pass’ through the 
town, provided he stopped for a con- 
ference. 

“*Then General Gomez himself came 
out and discussed the situation fifteen 
or twenty minutes with Boyd. Mean- 
time Mexican troops moving out from 
the town began surrounding’ Boyd's 
column. Gomez retired, and when he 
reached the right of his troops, Mexi- 
can troops began firing machine guns. 
Boyd then dismounted to fight on foot.’ 

“General Pershing also reports that 
he has sent out cavalry to support and 
bring back the two troops in question. 
As yet, however, has not had any op- 
portunity to confer with any officer of 
either of the troops, and what, if any 
misunderstanding led to the attack, it 
is impossible to judge from the evi- 
dence at hand.”

Hays, who is twenty- 
three years old, agreed with the 
wife to withhold proceedings if the 
minister, Rev. J. S. Hill, alleged to 
have married her to Palmer, refuted 
the first wedding story. But the min- 
tster identified Mrs. Hays as the bride 
of Palmer. The husband secured a war- 
rant. Mrs. Hays was released on bond 
of $200. 

Wife Leaves Note. + 

The case was calied Friday morning. 
Thomas B. Felder and Leonard J. 
Grossman, counsel for the husband, 
were in the courtroom. But the de- 
fendant was absent. The cas@é was 
postponed until Saturday morning at 
11:30 o'clock. Returning home, the 
husband discovered his wife had van- 
ished, but the following note was left 
wpion her dressing table: 


“T am doing this for my 
people won’t let me alone. I am 
hanpy.

“I had so much trouble. I am 
so tired of life. I-am going to end 
it. People won’t say anything 
more about me when I am gone.

“Wire Mrs. John Brown, Seven- 
teenth street, Columbus, Ga., that 
I am dead, for she has my insur- 
ance papers. Tell her to do what 
she promised to do. She knows.” 


Husband Seeks Wife. 

The husband made frantic efforts 
last night to trace the missing woman, 
a beautiful girl. of twenty-two, dark 
haired and slender in build. Detectives 
from police headquarters .searched ‘for 
her. 

William Palmer, alleged husband No. 
1, was not in the city to take part in 
the strange case. Members of his fam- 
ilv, however, identified Mrs. Hays as 
his bride of five weeks ago. In the 
face of this, however, added to the 
minister’s identification, she main- 
tained innocence to her present hus- 
band. She stated Thursday afternoon 
that she was willng to face the court 
and establish her professed innocence.

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4 HARVARD CREWS WIN 
ALL THREE EVENTS 


Capture Varsity, Second Var- 
sity and Freshmen Events 
From Yale. 


New London, Conn., June 23.—RHRow- 
ing the course in record time, the 
Harvard varsity defeated Yale here 
late this afternoon in the four-mile 
race, the feature event of the fiftieth 
regatta between the two universities. 
The victory closed a day of joy for 
the Cambridge oarsmen and their fol- 
lowers, for the winning completed a 
clean sweep which began yesterday 
with the rowing of the freshman sub- 
fours and extended through the fresh- 
Man and second varsity eights races, 
contested and won early this fore- 
noon. 

Perfect weather and water condi- 
tions prevailed when the rival varsity 
eights rowed to the starting line on 
the Thames shortly before 6 o'clock. 
Harvard won in 20 minutes 2 seconds, 
thus chipping eight seconds off the 
best previous time, made by Yale in 
1888. Yale’s time was 20:17. Once 
the shells were straightened out Yale 
never seriously threatened the Crim- 
son. The Blue combination tried des- 
pe pew several times to cut down the 
ead of their rivals, but Harvard an- 
swered spurt with ert and finished 
strongly, while the Eli oarsmen were 
badly exhausted. 

Harvard rowed in splendid form 
throughout and won by three lengths. 
A remarkable feature was the fact 
that Harvard rowed the final two 
miles in faster time than it covered 
the first half of the course. 


Perfect Setting. 


Weather, water and land combined 
to furnish a perfect setting for the 
record-breaking performance. There 
Was just the slightest ripple on the 
water from the down stream breeze 
when the eights got off to a perfect 
start at 6:50. 

Both eights shot from the starting 
point at a forty to the minute clip, 
and in the first spurt Yale took the 
lead. After an eighth of a mile both 
strokes dropped their beat to thirty- 
two and then a stroke lower, and at 
the half mile Harvard had gained a 
slight advantage. Slowly but surely 
the Crimson began to draw away and 
at the mile had aibout three-quarters 
of a length lead, rowing thirty to 
‘Yale's twenty-nine. 

At the half-way posts Harvard was 
still slipping rapidly through the wa- 
ter to Stroke Lund’s 30 beat, while the 
English coached Blue team, less than a 
length behind, was rowing a long, slow 
28. As the Yale craft passed the post 
on the east course the shell appeared to 
swerve and brush the upright that pro- 
jected from the water and supported 
the flag. The accident momentarily 
checked the Yale boat, but there was 
no loss of stroke and the race proceed- 
ed to the two and a half mile point 
with little change in the positions. 
Then the pace began to tell on the 
Yale oarsmen, who rowed ragegedly, 
but Coxswain Thomas Lasher and 
Stroke Lawrence swung in the beat in 
time again and held their place until 
the three-mile flags were reached. 


Elt’s Break. 


Here the Elis began to break under 
the strain. Two of the oarsmen in 
the middle of the shell began to splash 
and the boat checked badly. Harvard, 
now sure of ultimate Nippon’ & took on |, 
fresh strength and with the bridge and 
the end in sight buried their oars in 
the water and pulled through with 
machine-like precision. Half a mile 
from the finish the Crimson had gained 
a lead of nearly three lengths and were 
rowing through a bedlam of whistles, 
sirens and cannon explosions which 
heralded the winning of the race. 

The Yale men were badly exhausted,

exporters and the strength of yester- 
day’s market. Kealizing was extreme- 
ly heavy, however, and the market 
gradually eased off with active months 
selling about 9 to 12 points under last 
nights closing figures before the ena 
of the morning. 

Rallies of 6 or 7 points followed on 
covering and ‘bull support inspired by 
large clearances for the day, and the 
detailed weather reports showing more 
rain than was considered desirable in 
boll-weevil sections. Bulges, however, 
seemed to meet long cotton and the 
market weakened again in the late 
trading on somewhat disappointing 
week-end figures, rene'wed realizing or 
liquidation, and selling for a reaction. 
October contracts sold off to 13.25, De- 
cember to 13.43 and January 13.48 in 
the late trading, when the general list 
showed net losses of from 14 to 18 
points, 

Private cables reported a quiet, 
steady market in Liverpool, but prices 
there did not fully meet yesterday's 
local gains, owing doubtless to hedge 
or straddle selling. A private wire 
from New Orleans said that 10,000 
bales in the stock there originally in- 
tended for delivery on July contracts 
had been sold for shipment, and it 
was rumored that local interests who 
had intended to deliver cotton on July 
here bought contracts for between 
10,000 and 15,000 bales of that delivery 
yesterday, as their support holdings 
had been sold during the past few 
days.

New Orleans Sags 10 to 14 Points. 

New Orleans, June 25.—A_ reaction 
from the advancing movement which 
so strongly featured yesterday's trad- 
ing occurred in the cotton market to- 
day, chiefly owing to the profit-taking 
operations of recent buyers. This real- 
izing appeared to be hastened by the 
nearness of the first-notice days for 
July and the unwillingness of many 
holders of long contracts to carry 
their holdings until there was danger 
of tenders.

SECURITY MARKET 


SHOWS WEAKNESS 


Fresh Outburst of Liquida- 
tion Unsettles All Groups. 
Many Stop Orders Encoun- 
tered in Downward Crash. 


New York, June 23.—Unsettlement 
verging at times upon demoralization 
overtook today’s market, developments 
in the situation with Mexico affording 
an excuse, if not an actual reason for a 
fresh outburst of liquidation. The de- 
cline gathered additional impetus from 
the extensive operations of a confident 
short interest, which engaged in a suc- 
cession of drives agaihst the special- 
ties. 

Chief among these were Tennessee 
Copper, which opened with a decline 
of 5% points on overnight announce- 
ment of the suspension of the dividend, 
subsequently extending its loss to 814 
points; United States Industrial Alco- 
hol, which broke 12 or a total of 19 
points in two days; shipping shares, 
which were lower ‘by 4 to 5; motors, 
2 to 3, and the more active metals, zinc 
issues excepted, 1 to 3. 

That the severe reversal was made 
largely possible by the existence of an 
over-extended bull account in the more 
mercurial specialties was demonstrated 
by the firmness of representative 
stocks, including dividend-paying rails 
and United States Steel. These re- 
sisted pressure throughout, making 
only nominal declines at most. | 

The trading consisted of a series of 
declines, relieved temporarily by feeble 
rallies, but each new selling movement 
brought prices to new low levels. 
Many ‘stop loss’ orders were uncov- 
ered as a result of impaired margins, 
especially in the intermediate session, 
when support for some issues seemed 
utterly lacking. In the final hour, 
however, rallies to which short cov- 
ering contributed, effected a partial 
readjustment, Alcohol, for instance, 
regaining almost half its loss. 

General news, in its broader appli- 
cation to market values, was in most 
respects encouraging. Local banks are 
expected to show further additions to 
their reserves, country-wide bank ex- 
changes are well sustained and time 
money is hardening in response to in- 
cresed mercantile. demands. Railway 
earnings, as exemplified by Southern 
Pacific, which reported a net increase 
of $1,442,000 for May, point to excel- 
lent transportation conditions, and 
more gold was received from Canada, 
bringing the total beyond the $75,000,- 
000 mark. 

Bonds were irregular to heavy with 
a sale of Mexican government 5's at 
45, a 15-point decline from the previous 
offering last February. Total sales of 
bonds, par value, $2,830,000. 

United States bonds were unchanged 
on call.

HEADED DOWNGRADE 


Wheat Drags New Low 
Ground, Pulling Other 
Grains Down Also—Cheap- 
er Hogs and Selling Sag 
Provisions. 


Chicago, June 23.—Wheat dropped 
today to the lowest prices yet this 
season, going for the first time under 
$1 a bushel. Enlarged crop estimates 
and the lack of export demand ap- 
peared to be chiefly responsible. The 
market closed heavy, 2% to 3@3% net 
lower, with July at 99% @99% and 
September at $1.02%@t.u2%4%. Other 
leading staples, too, ail underwent a 


setback—Corn 1% @2%, ats %% to 
1%@1%*% and provision 12% to 40c. 

Bears had nearly compiete control 
of the wheat market throughout the 
session. The most acute weakness, 
however, was shown in the last half 
of the day. This period was subse- 
quent to the issuance of a compre- 
hensive crop report by a leading ex- 
pert, who represents that a notable 
improvement had taken place of late 
in conditions in. the eight principal 
winter wheat states. Another well- 
known authority went on record also 
with surmises that the July 1 condi- 
tion percentage of spring wheat would 
indicate 650,000,000 bushels reater 
yield than was pointed to on June l. 
Better weather for the harvest in the 
southwest counted further as a handi- 
cap on the bulls, and was, indeed, one 
of the primary causes of the early 
declines in the market, 

In the final hour of wheat trading 
the effect of the absence of shipping 
call, especially the dearth of any in- 
quiries from Europe, became more and 
more apparent. The total shipping 
sales here amounted to only 10,000 
bushels. No export business what- 
ever was noted, barring 500,000 bush- 
els at the seaboard, all from Mani- 
toba. 

Coarse grain weakened with wheat. 
Warmer temperatures in the corn belt 
brought about larger offerings from 
the country and more than offset the 
influence of a Liverpool upturn due 
to prospects of a removal of taxation 
of the alcohol industry in Argentina. 
: In the oats market rust reports from 
Nebraska and Illinois attracted atten- 
tion, but were ineffective to stop de- 
cilnes. 

Lower prices on hogs- with provi- 
sions without support. Recent buy- 
ers of futures were the iargest sellers.

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Tax Committee Decides to Al- 
low Present Rate—Adopts a 
‘New Scale for Pictures. 


The tax committee of council y’ster- 
day morning decided not to increase 
the ‘tax on soda founts in the city. 
This had been increased $25 at a pre- 
vious meeting of the committee, and 
the report submitted. to council last 
Monday carried with it this clause. 

Harrison Jones, attorney for the 
drug store people and others in .the 
matter, appeared before the committee 
and reported the greatly increased cost 
of ail materials used in soft drinks. 
_ He said an additional tax would work 
‘ @ hardship on the proprietors of soda 
- founts. 

The committee decided to place a 
sliding scale on motion picture thea- 
ters. Those having a 5-cent admis- 
sion will be taxed $100, the 10-cent 
theaters will be taxed $150 and the 
theaters charging more than 10° cents 
will be taxed 9200. At a previous 
meeting of the committee it was de- 
cided to make the scale range from 
$100 to $300 for this class of busi- 
ness. 

Groceries, milk dealers and others 
selling soft drinks must pay an addi- 
tional license of $10, the committee 
decided. This is an old section of the 
tax ordinance that heretofore has not 
been enforced. 

The committee will recommend a 
tax of $50 on poolroom and 
supply dealers; $50 to $100 on coffin 
manufacturers: $50 to $100 on cold 
storage plants; $250 to $300 on cot- 
ton compress plants, and $25 to $50 
for elevator agents. 

Employment agencies filling com- 
mercial positions will be taxed $150 
instead of the present rate of $75, the 
committee decided. Licenses for do- 
mestic agencies remain the same. All 
applicants for such lincenses shall file 
a record of their standing. 

Money lenders, who are professional 
bondsmen, must payatax of $150, mak- 
ing an increase of $50, the committee 
decided. The tax on motion picture 
schools was fixed at $50, a reduction 
of $250 from the last report. The re- 
port of the committee will be pre- 
sented to the adjourned meeting of 
council Monday.

Plans for securing insurance on the 
lives of the Fifth regiment during 
their Mexican campaign were perfect- 
ed Friday, when the Volunteer State 
Life Insurance company, of Chatta- 
nooga, authorized Dr. A. W. Lamar, su- 
pervisor of the local district, to issue 
a blanket policy for the entire guard. 

In the communication, which reach- 
ed Atlanta yesterday, the company 
proposed writing the insurance, the 
policies to be sold at greatly reduced 
rates, as the commissions of agents 
and the tees for medical examiners 
have been eliminated. The examina- 
tion for admission to the. guard is 
held to be sufficient by the company. 
The amount of insurance for each in- 
dividual will be $1,000. 

Efforts will probably be made to 
secure donations from citizens of At- 
lanta to care for the premiums, which, 
it is estimated, will amount to ap- 
proximately $16 per capita.

Keep it up 
ee I get home we take the lid 
off. 

By November 3, after the summer 
vacation, Orpet addressed her merely as 
“Dear Marion.” 

In this and subsequent letters he 
has stopped pleading with Marion for 
warmer expressions of her regard. 

Late in November he wrote that he 
hopes she “got the stuff’ all right. 
December 7 he wrote, “Letter received 
this morning and was surprised to hear 
that there was nothing doing yet.

Wymberley Derenne, 
Wealthy Georgian, 
Dies in New York 


Savannah, Ga., June 23.—(Special.)— 
Wymberley 3 Derenne, one of the 
best known residents of Savannah and 


died this morning at the Hotel Nether- 
lands, New York. He had been ill for 
several weeks. 

Mr. Derenne was 63 vears old and 
was the son of the late G. W. J. De- 
renne. He was the owner of Wormsloe, 
a country estate a few miles from Sa- 
vannah, and lived there in the winter. 
Wormsloe was given by a colonial 
agent to the Derenne family and had 
been retained since that time by them. 

Mr. Derenne was the owner of the 
most complete library of colonial rec- 
ords of Georgia in existence. It con- 
tained more volumes of authority than 
any similar collection known. He was 
a member of the board of managers of 
the Sons of the Revolution and a mem- 
ber of the board of directors of the 
Union society. He was a patron of the 
arts and sciences and in various sub- 
stantial ways had shown his interest 
in the preparation of colonial memo- 
ries. He was a liberal contributor to 


one of the wealthiest men in the state,”

As a youth he traveled extensively, 
but for thirty years he had lived in 
Savannah, except for trips away in the 
summer.
